Diving should only be 
engaged in when it is ab- 
solutely essential. 

After all, how often does 
one see Banks, Yashin, etc., 
engaging in these aero- 
nautical displays, unless 
fully justified? 

Positioning and anticipa- 
tion are the essence of a 
good goalkeeper -— fot 
theatrics which unfertun- 
ately seem to be Corry’s 
“forte.” 

Corry finds himself ob- 
liged to dive at the straight 
shots because he tealises he 
has no show on difficult 
drives, for which other 
goalies (e.g. Fuzes, Tuin- 
man) reserve the ultimate 
in their qualities. 

Corry let us down against 
Japan and Cardiff City. 

There are other “keepers 
in Sydney who ate true 
suardians of the thin white 
line. 

How about it selectors?

In being deeply concerned and disappointed 
at the context of a statement made by the Deputy 


Chairman of the 


Victorian Soccer Federation 


Board of Management, Mr. John Gorton, it is 


considered essential that 


the Australian Soccer 


Federation should take this unusual step of writing 
directly to you with the object of making known 
certain aspects of the activities of the Australian. 
Soccer Federation which obviously have not been 


made known in the past. 


It was indeed most surpris- 
ing and disappointing to read 
of Mr. Gorton’s cutspoken 
criticism of the Australian 
Soccer Federation recently, 
and whilst we are aware that 
the opinions voiced by Mr. 
Gorton are his own it is con- 
sidered that some of his re- 
marks could best be clarified 
for you by additional facts 
being given. 

Mr. Gorton, who is as you 
know a Council Member of 
the Australian Soccer Feder- 


‘ation, has stated that he is 


well aware that the Australian 
Soccer Federation is in fact 
a Federation of the yarious 
States. - 

He must, however, also be 
aware that Victoria, like New 
South Wales, has a substantial 
representation on both the 
ASF Council and Executive as 
compared with other States. 

From such a structure there- 
fore you will readily under- 
stand that the destiny of soc- 
cer in Australia is actually 
governed by the States them- 
selves, and in this regard, 
despite Mr. Gorton’s remarks, 


due respect must be paid to 


the smaller. States in Austra- 
lia in that on no occasion 
during the past three success- 
ful years of the ASF have 
those smaller States seen fit 
to block any worthwhile pro- 
posal or constructive develop- 
ment project put forward by 
either of the major States of 
Victoria or New South Wales. 

Mr. Gorton, as a Council 
Member, should be well aware 
that one of the prime objects 
of the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration is to ensure the over- 
all development of soccer 
football throughout the en- 
tire Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia and as such there can- 
not possibly be room for any 
parochial attitudes which are 
directed at the rich becoming 
richer whilst the poor become 
poorer. 

It surely must well be rea- 
lised that soccer is the only 
code of football in our nation ‘ 
which has an extensive estab- 
lished competition in every 
State backed up by large 
organised junior competitions. 


DEVELOPMENT 


If then we are sincerely 
and honestly dedicated to 
developing soccer football as 
a national game in Australia 
it must immediately be obvi- 
ous that those States with the 
larger earning capacity will in 
effect contribute more over- 
all to the nation’s develop- 
ment as compared with the 
smaller States. 


At least under present me- 
thods contributions by States 
are generally in proportion to 
their ability to earn. 

Mr. Gorton in his criticism 
deals largely with the financial 
affairs of the ASF but un- 
fortunately he did not state 
that the Victorian Soccer 


Federation in the past four 


years has received from the 
ASF distributions in excess 
of $90,000. 

In 1967 alone distributions 
to Victoria totalled $43,500. 

Certainly we must be srate- 
ful to Sir Matthew Busby 
and Manchester United, as we 
are to the Scottish Football 
Association, for touring Aus- 


tralia last year on favorable 
terms, but let us not forget for 
one moment that both tours 
were prompted and negotiated 
by the ASF not for the bene- 
fit of the ASF alone but also 
for the benefit of the State 
Federations and soccer as a 
whole throughout our nation. 

It is certainly a fact that 
soccer in Australia is largely 
dependent upon financially 
successful tours to generate 
large amounts of income, 
although in fairness it must 
be pointed out that some two 
years ago a financially sound 
proposal was’ placed before 
the ASF whereby a regular 
large sum of reyenue could 
have been produced for soc- 
cer throughout Australia had 
it not been yetoed by paro- 
chial. State attitudes. 

This refers to proposals by 
our president to establish 
profitable licenced premises 
which would by this date 
have been in operation and 
would have been conservative- 
ly earning for soccer in Aus- 
tralia a minimum sum of 
$1,500 per week clear, or in 
the region of $75,000 per an- 
num after taxes and expenses. 

Surely with this amount of 
regular revenue the ASF 
would not need to take up 
tour profits, all of which 
could remain with States. 


EQUITABLE 


Such income would also 
have allowed proper deyelop- 
ment projects to be under- 
taken in many facets of our 
code. 

It perhaps should further 
have been explained to you 
that during the past five 
years the ASF has distributed 
to its State members a total 
of $360,000 and in addition 
has paid to FIFA the sum 
of $50,000 for re-entry into 
the world body without which 
such tours as we have had 
since 1964 would not have 
been possible. 

The Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration has therefore return- 
ed to the code in five years 
the sum of $410,000 and of 
the distributions made to its 
State members the Victorian 
Soccer Federation has receiv- 
ed approximately 25% of the 
total, surely an equitable pro- 
portion. 

It is certainly regrettable 
that the Victorian Soccer 
Federation has found it neces- 
sary to cut its expenditure 
budget for the 1968 season, 
but Mr. Gorton should sure- 
ly have informed you ‘that 
the ASF’s own budget for 
1968 had also to be cut 
drastically. 

For your information, of 
the Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation’s net profit in 1967 
totalling $164,000, distribut- 
ions to its State members in 
that same year totalled 
$158.000 leaving the ASF to 
carry into 1968 the small sum 
of $6,000. 

How possibly could Mr. 
Gorton suggest that the ASF 
deters development? 

The decisions of the ASF, 
which are in effect made by 
the States themselves, leave 
the ASF little room to lay 
down long term national yde- 
velopment plans. 

The regrettable fact is that 
the State Federations have 
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Last week we 
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published John Gorton’s 


statement mainly referring to the activities of 
the ASF. Today we are happy to publish, in 


full, 


ASF Secretary Ian McAndrew’s reply. 


This was sent to the Victorian State League 


clubs as well 


as the League Management 


Committee Board members. 
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leaned heavily on the ASF 
for finance during the past 
few years, and just as they 
have been responsible for 
over-distributing the ASF’s 
income, likewise they have 
been solely responsible for 
overspending their own in- 
come without providing for 
possible lean periods by the 
creation of appropriate re- 
serves. 

Our chairman, Sir William 
Walkley, C.B.E., this year 
warned States to provide for 
a rainy day both in the ASF 
and at State level. 

His sound advice, however, 
was unfortunately disregarded, 
the consequence of which is 
now being felt by your own 
Federation. 


IMAGE 


As an example of how 
profits can be over-distributed 
consider further the 1967 
Scotland tour of Australia in- 
volving three international 
matches. 

For one of these inter- 
national fixtures held in Mel- 
bourne the VSF received the 
sum of $14,600 out of which 
they contributed a sum of 


$5,300 towards overall costs - 


leaying them with net revenue 
of $9,300. 

For the entire three fixtur- 
es, however, the Australian 
Soccer Federation’s share of 
profit amounted to $14,500 
out of which the ASF itself 
had to meet its national team 
costs amounting to $11,600 
thereby leaving the ASF with 


only approximately $3,000 
from __ three international 
matches. q 


In the same year it was 
with the concurrence of the 
State Federations that the 
Australian national team 
competed overseas. 

To dedicated soccer ad- 
ministrators there can be no 
doubt that if we are to con- 
tribute to the image of soccer 
football in Australia this can 
best be done by a successful 
Australian national team 
participating in international 
competition 

Mr. Gorton’s statement that 
the national team’s tour of 
Asia achieved nothing for 
soccer is completely ridicul- 
ous because at no time since 
the commencement of the 
Federation has soccer in. Aus- 
tralia been given so much 
public thought and so much 
fayorable publicity by our 
general Press as it received 
during that tour. 


GREEK TOUR 


Apart from the footballing 
success of this tour it is ir- 
refutable that a sound image 
was created within Australia 
for the code, and surely this 
alone must have its favorable 
reflection on clubs and State 
Federations alike. 

On the financial side of this 
tour naturally no income was 
received from the Vietnam 
Football Federation, but what 
Mr. Gorton did not state was 
that the cost of air travel 
together with all meals and 
accommodation were paid for 
by that Federation and not 
by the ASF. 

He also overlooked inform- 
ing you that a request by 
the ASF is still before our 
Commonwealth Government 
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for a subsidy towards the 
costs incurred on this tour. 
So far as future planning 
is concerned, Mr. Gorton 
knows only too well, and 
should have told you so, that 
negotiations are at present in 
progress with the Football 
Association of Greece to 
bring to Australia in 1969 
the national team of Greece. 
He knows also that nego- 
tiations are under way with 
some top English and Scottish 
clubs for tours in 1970 (or 
even 1969 failing Greece), and 
you are also aware that fol- 
lowing discussions undertaken 
with the Football Association 
in England last year an Eng- 
land representative team will 
tour Australia in 1971. 
From the Minutes of the 
ASF meetings which are cir- 
culated to all States you 
should also be aware that it 
is our intention in 1972 to 
mark the 10th anniversary of 
the ASF by inviting to Aus- 
tralia a FIFA World XI. 
While such tours, as are 
proposed, will continue to 
provide substantial financial 
results it must be emphasised, 
however, that such tours are 
undertaken by the ASF to 
provide for and assist the 
promotion and development 
of soccer im every Australian 
State, which surely must be 
to the ultimate benefit of all 
clubs and Associations regard- 
less of their domicile. 


CUMBERSOME 


Such remarks as Mr. Gor- 
ton may make on the leader- 
ship qualities of the ASF 
whilst distasteful, regrettably 
reflect upon the States them- 
selves and of course on Mr. 
Gorton himself as a Council 
member. 

It is the States who make 
available the Council memb- 
ers of the ASF, and not the 
ASF itself. 

In reference to his comment 
that a “confidential document” 
was published by the ASF 
outlining future plans for soc- 
cer administration in Austra- 
lia, let it be made quite clear 
to you that such a document 
was in no way confidential 
but has in fact been discussed 
openly in all States, with the 
obvious exception of Victoria. 

Such a plan was suggested 
with the very object of bring- 
ing all clubs in Australia to- 
gether under one organisat- 
ion to avoid the unnecessary 
dissipation of funds and con- 
sequent wastefulness which 
arises because of the cum- 
bersome structure of Austra- 
lian -soccer administration at 
present. 

On administration alone, 
for the benefit of the clubs 
and State Federations, a con- 
ference of all State secretaries 
was held last year through 


which many recommendations 


for uniformity and ease of 
Operation were made and sub- 
sequently submitted in report 
form to all States for open 
discussion. 

Again regrettably it would 
seem that such recommend- 
ations were not placed before 
all Victorian clubs. 

Let it be clearly understood 
by you that the Australian 
Soccer Federation is not some 
secret organisation.

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FIFA NOT 
TO BLAME... 


— By PAUL DEAN — 


FIFA, that much maligned organisation with 
its headquarters in Zurich, is often pinpointed - 
as the body mainly responsible for our lack of 


progress. 


Why? Because FIFA, of 
which we are a member 
country, has certain laws 


and rules which simply 
don’t suit some of our 
officials. 


They charge FIFA with 
two dastardly crimes, 
namely — 


© It doesn’t help in the 
rapid development of Aus- 
tralian soccer; 


@ It doesn’t permit the 
illegal poaching of overseas 
players. 

The first charge is de- 
batable. Over the years, 
FIFA kas not done a great 
deal for Australian soccer 
and the only truly signific- 
ant exception was the recent, 
FIFA-sponsored visit by 
Dettmar Cramer. 

Of course, whether we 
derive any benefits out of 
this or not is entirely up to 
us. 


However, FIFA may well 
feel that the development of 
Australian soccer should be 
an Australian effort. 


With over 130 member 
countries, they have neither 
the organisation nor the 
money to act as baby- 
sitters, 


While not holding any 
brief for FIFA, the truth is 
that they have not done 
much more in- the actual 
soccer development of many 
other countries either. 

Japan is often being 
quoted as one that has 
received substantial FIFA 
assistance. 

But the truth is that 
Japan has helped itself — 
Cramet’s stay there was on 
Japanese initiative and 
expense. 

But let’s come to the crux 
of the matter which is the 
constant gripe that our “‘de- 
cline commenced when we 
returned to FIFA” — 
meaning that we were no 
longer allowed to poach, 
entice, steal or hijack play- 
ers from Austria and other 
assorted countries, 

This is probably true — 
but it’s insane to blame 
FIPA for that. 

FIFA’s duty is to protect 
the interests of ALL mem- 
ber countries: their laws 
apply to ALL nations. 


ESCAPADE 


By bitterly complaining 
that our FIFA membership 
ties our hands in this pre- 
viously enjoyed escapade is 
the same as if a safecracker 
croaned and moaned that 
alarms in banks are unfair 
and rob him of a livelihood. 

But let’s forget for the 
moment the moral aspects 
and examine the practical 
side. 

First of all, to claim that 
without illegal methods we 
cannot function successfully 
is a terrible, damning ad- 
mission of failure. 

All other FIFA countries 
are trying to progress and 
develop within the frame- 
works of the international 
rules; some of our leading 
officials feel Australia can- 
not do that. 

Are we so very special? 
Is our case so different from 
that of Canada, New Zea- 
land, USA or even some of 
the Latin American ‘“Ban- 
ana Republics” that we de- 
mand special dispensations? 

Has it ever occurred ta 
these local club moguls that 
it is they who have failed 
to establish a workable or- 


gZanisation and administra- 
tion? 

Australia has the “dis- 
tinction” of being only the 
second country ever to be 
kicked out of FIFA because 
of poaching of players. 


The other one was Col- 
ombia in the early 1950s; 
their Association split in 
half and the outlawed body, 
operating outside FIFA 
jurisdiction for a short 
while, poached players from 
Argentina, Uruguay, Brazil 
and England. 

That fiesta lasted only a 
few years before the matters 
were straightened out and 
Colombia crawled back to 
the fold with its tail between 
its legs. 

But no other country has 
even thought of leaving 
FIFA simply in order to 
steal players from others, 

Here, in Australia, the 
thought is constantly with 
some leading officials . 

What would we achieve? 
A few clubs — but only a 
very few — would be able 
to lure out some name- 
players from Europe, dang- 
ling big signing-on fees 
and other inducements be- 
fore their eyes, 


DUBIOUS 


The really great stars, the 
Charltons, Alberts, Mazzolas 
and others wouldn’t come 
whether we’re in FIFA or 
not: you couldn’t pay them 
enough to match 
present earnings and they 
wouldn’t throw away the 
chance of constant inter- 
national competition. 

So we still wouldn’t get 
the “‘stars’ some of our 
clubs are dreaming about. 

But whoever would come, 
would cost a great deal -— 
and would have to be te- 
garded as a dubious invest- 
ment. 

Why? Because they could 
come, collect a large sum 
at the airport — and leave 
the next day. 

Not being in FIFA would 
not only give our clubs the 
licence to steal —— it would 
also rob us of FIFA’s pro- 
tection. : 

In fact. there would be 
nothing on earth to stop 
some of our present-day 
players from breaking their 
contract, packing their bag 
and leaving our shores — 
claiming that they didn’t 
want to operate in an out- 
lawed organisation. 

Nobody could stop them 
— and FIFA would oaly 
simile 5 

So eventually Australia, 
once again, would have to 
crawl back to FIFA, apolo- 
gise humbly, pay a big debt 
and start all over again... 

In the meantime we 
would sacrifice our inte2r- 
national contacts and repu- 
tation in order to tem- 
porarily boost the atten- 
dances of a few clubs by a 
couple of thousand. 

Progress and development 
in soccer is usually a pains- 
takingly slow and difficult 
business, 

The NSW Federation is 
11 years old and many of 
the officials now demanding 
a break with FIFA have had 
a very long time to produce 
ideas and carry them out. 

Tf they have failed in this 
and cannot see their way 
clear to nudge ahead with- 
out a tragically shortsighted 
and immoral moye, they 
should get out of the game.
